1. An J officer or Rgent of the United Statefl irho shall receive public money which ho ij jniy i8W|L 
is not authoriied to retain as salary, pnj or emolument, Bball render bis accounts ^^'"■*w - 
monthly, instead of quarterly, as heretofore ; and such accounU, vith the Touchers Ao»niiU or n- 
neccssary to the correct and prompt settlement thereof, shall be rendered direct to the to be'uitin^'^ 
proper accounting officer of tho treosary, and be mailed or otherwise forwarded to its """Hiiir- 
propet address, within ten days after the eipir&tion of each successive month.

I. ]. There is hereb; c«talilUhcd &t the iwat of gorerDment of tlio Uiiited States n de- 
partment of agriculture, the general dcHiKiis and duties of which ehall be, to acquire 
and to difiiiGe among the people of the United States asefal iuformation on subjects 
connected with agriculture, in the moat general and oomprehensive sense of that word, 
and to procure, progagate uid distribute among tho people new and valuable seeds 
and plants. 

2. There shall bo appointed by the president, by and urith the advice and consent of 
f the senate, a " commiBHioner of Hgricnituro," who shall bo the chief executive officer of 

the doparttncnt of agriculture ; who shall hold his office by a tenure similar to that of 
other civil officers appointed by the president, and who shall receive for his oompeoea- 
tion a salary of three thousand dollars per annum. 

3. It shall bo the duly of the oommisaioner of agriculture to acquire and preserve in 
his deportment all information concerniDg agriculture which he can obtain by meana 
of books and corrcHpondcncc, and bj practical and scieutifio experiments (accurate 
records of which experiments shall be kept in his office), hj the collection of statistics, 
and by any other appropriate means within his power ; to collect, as he may be able, 
new and valuable seeds and plants ; to test, by cultivation, the value of such of them

as maj require such tests ; to propagate such as may lie irorttiy of propagation, and to is Maji iMl 

distribute them among agriculturists. lie shall annually make a general report in ^imuiii report 

irriting of his acU to the president and to ctingres;, ip which ho may recommend the 

puhlicatioD of papers forming parts of or accompanying his report, which report shall 

also contain an account of all moneys received and cipended hj him. lie shall also apsdil reporii 

make special reports od particular BuLjecte, whenever required to do so by the president 

or either house of congress, or when he shall thmk the subject in his charge requires 

it. lie shall receive and have charge of all the property of the agricultural division 

of the patent office in the department of the interior, including the fixtures and property 

of the propagating garden. lie shall direct and superintend the expcndiiure of all 

money appropriated by cflngress to the department, and render accounts thereof, and 

also of all money heretofore appropriated for agrioulturo and remaining uneiponded. 

And said commissioner may send and receive throngh the mails, free of charge, all Fmnklng prirt 

communications and other matter pertaining to tho business of his department, not '"**■ 

exceeding in weight thirty-two ounces. 

4. The commissioner of agriculture shall appoint a chief clerk, with a salary of two D''^ i *■ 
thousand dollars, who in all cases during the necesaary absence of the commissioner, or Appointment o 
when the said principal office shall become vacant, shall perform the duties of eommis- '^y^''^'^''' ""' 
sioncr, and he shall appoint such other employees as congress may from time to time 
provide, with salaries corresponding to the salaries of similar officers in other depart- 
ments of the government; and he shall, as congress may from time to time provide, 
employ other persons for such time as their services may bo needed, including chemists, 
botanists, entomologists and other persons skilled in the natural sciences pertaining to 
agriculture. And the said commissioner, and every other person to be appointed in the Oaihsfoace. 
said department, shall, before he enters upon the duties of his office or appointment, 
make oath or affirmation truly and faithfully to esecuto tho trust committed to him. 
And the said commissioner and the chief clerk shall also, before entering upon their Bondt 
duties, severally give bonds to the treasurer of the United States, the former in the sum 
of ten thousand dollars, and the latter in the sum of five thousand dollars, conditional 
to render a true and faithful account to him or his successor in office, quarter-yearly 
accounts of all moneys which shall be by them received bj virtue of the said office, 
with sureties to be approved as sufficient by the solicitor of the treasury ; which bonds 
shall be filed in the office of the first comptroller of the treasury, to bo by him put in 
suit upon any breach of the conditions thereof.

government by the name of the territory of Ariiona; Froiided, That uothiog contained 

in the proviBions of this act sbftll be construed to prohibit the congress of the United 
States from dividing said territory or changing its boundaries in such nuuuier and at 
auck tiute as it may deem proper; Provided farther. That said goTemmeut shall be 
maintiiined and continued until such time as the people residing in said territory shall, 
with the consent of congress, form a state govertmient, repoblicau in form, as prescribed 
in the constitution of ^e United States, and apply for and obtain admission into the 
Union as a etate, on an equal footing with the original statos. 

2. The goTemment hereby authorised shall consist of an executire, legislative and iMd. ; s. 
judicial power. The executire power shall be vested in a governor. The legislative TmitortHi go'- 
power shall consist of a council of nine members, and a house of represeutatives of <n>B<>i>i- 
eightcen. The judicial power shall be vested in a supreme court, to consist of three 

judges, and such inferior courts as the legislatire council may b; law prescribe ; there 
shall also be a secretary, a marshal, a district attorney and a surveyor-general for said 
territory, who, together with the governor and judges of the supreme court, shall be AgpotntaMut or 
appointed by the president by and with the advice and oonsent of the senate, and the "^"'^ 
term of office for each, the manner of their appointment, and the powers, duties and the 
compensation of the governor, legislative assembly, judges of the supreme court, secre- 
tary, marshal, district attorney and surveyor^noral oforesiud, with their clerks, 
draughtsman, deputies and 8ergeiuit«tranns, shall be such aa are conferred upoa the 
same officers by the act organiiing the territorial government of New Mexico, which 
subordinate officers shall be appoiutod in the same manner, and not exceed in number 
thoee created by said act ; and acts amendatory thereto, together with all legislatire 
enactments of the territory of New Mexico not inconsistent with the provisions of this Acta rciiiiing \a 
act, are hereby extended to and continued in force in the said territory of Arizona, until ^^,^t^'^ 
repealed or amended by future legislation ; Provided, That no salary shall be due or Arituu.
